Fators, by whom he was afterwards introduc'd into the Ser- 

TAY Io Vice of the King of Syam, and by his Brother George White's In- 
ESXProt tcreſt in the Court of that Prince, he was advanc'd to an 
Employment of great Credit and Benefir, wherein he acquir'd a very conſi- 
derable Eſtate. | | 
He continu'd in this proſperous Condition about Ten years, in all which 
time he neyer receiv'd any Command from the King or Company to return 
for England, nor the leaſt Intimation that they were dil] oleas'd at his Conti- 
nuance in that Place or Service; But contrarily was encourag'd therein by 


their Factors, with whom he held a Friendly Correſpondence, yearly Trading wn 


to the Companies Port of n>-3\ with his own Ships, which were always 
very kindly receiv'd and diſpatch'd, and while he no way deſerv'd or ſuſpeRed - 
any different Treatment from the Company ; Their Fa&tors and Servants 
did in the Year 87. ſeize on his Ships and Merchandize, to amount of abour 
20000 |. which they have confiſcated to the Companies ule; And in theſe 
Depredations they Murder'd one of His Majeſties SubjeQts. 

Moreover in the Year 87. the Company made War on the King of Syam, 
and aſſaulted the Port of Mergen, where the ſaid Samuel White reſided, which 


occaſion'd the Maſlacre of abour Sixty of our Nation. And though he then 


Miraculouſly eſcap'd, yet he loſt by that means above 20000 [. more, which 
he left at that place in ſundry Effefts when he Fled to fave his Lite. | 
In this manner has the Eſtate of the ſaid Samxel White to amount of above 
40000 |. been torally deſtroy'd by the Eaſt-India Company, To the utrer Ruine 
of his Family ; Their Proceedings wherein have not ſo much as the leaſt 
colour of Reaſon or Juſtice, for that he never acted againft their Charter, bur 
always paid a due Reſpect and Deference to their Authority. And theſe Illegal * 
Violences are highly aggravated by their Ingratitude to him who deſerved the 
kindeſt Uſages, In taking all Occaſions to Expreſs his Readineſs to ſerve them 
to the urmoſt of his Power, which he ſufficiently teſtified by the Relief and 
Affiſtance he gave to a Ship of theirs in great Diſtreſs, and ſo was Inſtru- 
mental in prelerving and forwarding to England 190000. of their Eſtate,
